Vets, Widows 
Urged to Recheck 
Expected Income 

Veterans and widows in receipt 
of a non-service connected pension 
benefit from the U. S. Government 
were urged this week by Adminis- 
trator Ralph B. Johnson of the 
Illinois Veterans' Commission to re- 
check the amount of income they 
have received or expect to receive 
for the year 1001. Since pension is 
payable based on the anticipated In- 
come of the individual for the year 
1001, a possible overpayment could 
be created should misjudgment oc- 
cur. Pension la payable based on 
income limitations. If an individ- 
ual's income for the annual period 
exceeds the income limitation, pen- 
sion paid may be subject to recov- 
ery by the Government. 

It was pointed out by Johnson 
that a timely notice of excessive or 
expected excessive income would 
result in discontinued payments 
effective as of the last payment. 
By this method of procedure there 
would be little chance of Creating 
an overpayment. 

All veterans and widows who 
have a question relative to this reg- 
ulation or who may feel their in- 
come data has changed since antici- 
pated last January, are urged to 
contact the ' nearest office of the 
Illinois Veterans* Commission. 

In Lake County, veterans should 
contact the Illinois Veterans' Com- 
mission Office at 108 S. Genesee 
Street in Waukegan.

, America is not a vengeful land, it> is not a cruel land; but 
certainly something must be done to make it an internally peaceful 
land. Crime in I960 rose 12 percent over the previous year, and 
in the first quarter of 1961 our country appears headed for anew 
ail-time high annual record. The first part of this year shows an 
increase of 10 percent in crime in American cities, with a 9 per- 
cent jump in murders, a 2 percent rise in forcible rapes, and a 3 per- 
cent increase jn aggravated assaults, 

Between March 1950 and June 1961 there have been 154 in- 
dividuals on the FBI's "fen Most Wanted Fugitives" list. Of this

Back in mid- 1342 when most of 
the country was awakening to. the 
fact that we were in a war for sur- 
vival, the 92nd Wisconsin National 
Guard Division was in the process 
of winning the first ground offen- 
sive for the allied in World War If 
in the steaming jungles . of ; New 
Guinea at Buna, Papua. 

The 1st Bn.,: 127th Infantry Regi- 
ment of the 32nd, was having a 
particularly tough time of < it.: j The 
Japs wouldn't cooperate and were 
adamant in refusing to give up a 
Godforsaken section of beach. 

The first wedge in their defenses 
was made by Staff Sergeant Boett- 
cher, Herman the German, we 
called him, a 1 45- pounder soaking 
wet who took oyer the platoon when 
his lieutenant became a casualty. 
. Herman, a native of Germany and 
a fighter on Franco's side In the 
Spanish Ciyil War. roused his men 
to a fever pitch one day, and in a 
melee' of grenade throwing and 
bayonet work, split the defending 
Japs and worked a small bridge- 
head out of the swamp up through 
to the beach. He and Jjjs few Gl's 
held the precarious position until 
relhforcedw other elements i of ,th'e\ 

battalion. \ 
For this, Herman was awarded 

the second highest medal the Army 
can bestow, the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Cross, and promoted directly 
from staff ' sergeant to captain. 

He continued with the division tip 
Dutch New Guinea into the Philip- 
pines, where he was killed north of 
Limon on Leyte when his recon- 
naissance company was hit in a 
night attack. 

Herman was a real man. His 
exploits were duly recorded and 
noted and are even today cited as 
examples of outstanding leadership 
at Ft. Benning, Ga. t where officer 
candidates and new Army officers 
obtain their first taste of- life in the 
Infantry. 

We got to know Herman pretty 
well before he died. , His ambition 
after the war was to marry an old 
sweetheart in Australia, settle down 
there and raise cattle. 

On the other side of the coin waft 
Staff. Sergeant Robert Thompson. 
Thompson, we never knew too well 
during the days In Australia and 
later," Buna. He, too, was a hell of 
fighter and all man. 

A quiet, pipe smoker, Thompson 
had fought with the Loyalists in 
Spain and knew the ways of battle- 
When his company commander and 
other company officers became cas- 
ualties, Sgt. Thompson took over 
and led Co. C skillfully through 
some tough fighting. 

As did Boettchcr, Thompson re* 
celved the Dist'nguished Service 
Cross and was recommended for 
battlefield promotion from sergeant 
to captain. He received the medal, 
as we heard later, but was evacu- 
ated for malaria before being pro- 
moted. 

That was the last we heard of 
Thompson until I960: 

He evidently didn't get the pro-. 
motion, for that year he made head- 
lines in a big way and there was 
never mention of his having been 
an Army officer — only that he had 
been decorated for bravery. 

For you see— Robert Thompson 
was arrested and indicted as one of 
the 11 top communists in this coun- 
try as secretary of the. party in New 
York. . 

The 11 were sentenced to 10 years 
imprisonment-rand Thompson's was 
reduced to five because of his war 

record. , 

But Thompson wasn't having any. 
While out on ball he and several 
others skipped bond. We did our 
bit and supplied the FBI with a 
roster of officers and men in the 
First Battalion, l?7th Inf., during 
and after Buna in the hopes they 
could run him down through an 
acquaintance. 

Or, figured the FBI, he might 
have mentioned postwar dreams to 
a buddy during an Army bull ses- 
sion. They wondered if perhaps he

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Rabies Reports Nil 
In Lake County; 
Threat Remains 

Rabies, the deadly mad dog dis- 
ease, continues to be a public health 
threat in Illinois despite the appar- 
ent success of the state's seven-year- 
old anti-rabies law. 

State health laboratories have ex- 
amined the heads of 1,203 animals 
suspected of having the disease and 
found 71 of them positive. 

Lake county health officials, how- 
ever, reported that no cases of rabid 
animals have been found. Health 
Educator Harry Bostick of the Lake 
County Health Office said that his 
office has examined about 75-100 
animal heads since January and 
has not found a single case of rabies, 
Among animals examined for the 
disease, squirrels are the most pre- 
dominant in the number of bites 
recorded. Dogs also rank high as a 
potential disease carrier, but be- 
cause of 10-day quarantine meth-

If the dog dies within the 10-day 
period, the head is then examined. 
However, if the animal inflicting the; 
wound is not found, the bitten per- 
son must undergo the Pasteur anti- 
rabies treatments— -usually consist- 
ing of 14 painful doses. 

Once the symptoms of rabies ap- 
pear in man, he dies. At this stage, 
there Is no known cure for the dis- 
ease, a virus which attacks the cen- 
tral nervous system. 

Dr. L. J. McClure, Gurnee, county 
rabies Inspector, reported that his 
office receives about 1,000-1,200 bite 
reports each year. 

The state legislature adopted a 
preventive program requiring dog 
owners to license and vaccinate 
thelTNDets and of impounding and 
destroying stray, unclaimed dogs. 

Under the law, each county board 
must establish a rabies inspector to 
supervise these activities and to 
charge for inoculations whatever is 
needed to support the program.

Expect Later 
Deer Season 
To Boost Kill 

In ah effort to promote greater 
hunting success, the State Conser- 
vation Department has scheduled 
the 1981 shotgun deer hunting sea- 
son for Dec. 1-3. 

"We've got to kill more deer in 
Illinois," said Assistant Conserva- 
tion Director Lew Martin. 

Less foliage and the possibility of 
snow for tracking purposes should 
be a boon to the hunters, Martin 
said. 

In recent years, the department 
was required by law to set the an- 
nual three-day hunting season either 
in late October or early November. 

But deer have become so plenti- 
ful that the legislature amended 
the law to permit a later season. 

The department again this year 
will issue about 15,000 shotgun deer 
hunting permits for 47 counties, 

Hunting quotas for six counties 
already have been filled. They are 
Ogle, Pope, Hamilton, Hardin, Jo 
Daviess and Gallatin. 

Martin said quotas are high in 
Winnebago, Union, Jackson, Car- 
rroll and Johnson counties but the 
demand for permits to hunt in those 
counties has been low. 

Last year, the estimated 15,000 
shotgun hunters bagged about 2,500 
deer. Bow hunters killed about 200 
more. Bow hunters this year will

problems of the pleasure boater, 
passed during the recent session of 
the state legislature await Governor . 
Otto Kerner'a signature.. All biUs

One of the more significant is 
Senate Bill 817 (introduced by Sen- 
ators Robert McClory and Fred 
Hart) which tabs marine fuel taxes 
for the construction and mainten- 
ance of boating facilities through- 
out the state. 

Under the law .003 per cent of tha 
total gasoline tax collected In the 
state would be earmarked for such 

construction. - _ 

' Another, House Bill 1009 (intro- 
duced by Rep. C. R. Ratcliffe), 
scraps a 1959 law allowing outboard 
motor owners to apply to the state 
for a certificate of title for a fee 
of $1. The present law is not ef- 
fective says OBC 

House Bill 424 (Introduced by 
Rep, C. R. Ratcliffe) exempts boat 
trailers from a law requiring the 
name, address, and maximum empty 
vehicle weight to be printed on both 
sides of the trailer. 

Racing boats or boats designed 
solely for racing are exempted front 
numbering requirements under pro- 
visions of House Bill 1100 which 
was also introduced by Rep. Rat- 
cliffe. 

The final boating bill awaiting 
signature calls for an annual $3 fee 
for trailers of less than 2,000 pounds 
when empty instead of $8 per an- 
num fee for the same size trailer at 
present. This is Senate Bill 810 and 
was introduced by Senators Robert 
A. Welch and Lillian E. Schlagen- 
hauf.
